Cost of living increased

Eight Georgians charged 


in murder of Nazareth man 


NAZARETH. i Ἶ 
immigrants were charged with 
murder in the District Court here 
yesterday for the fatal beating of 
a Nazareth Arab whom they found 
in a car with a Russian immigrant 
woman. 

The eight suspects, all from Up- 
per Nazareth, are: Pinhas Kusiash- 
vili, 29; Salomon Matipadshvili, 35; 
Tomas Kakipashvill, 27: Gavriel 
Tutrashvili, 26; Zibu Djiagashvili, 
31: Reuven Kusiashvili, 40; Susu 
Fitshahadji, 29; and Yaacov Man- 
shiru, 29. 

They were charged with beating 
to death Subhi En-Nazir, 47, after 
they saw him in a car with Re- 
fina Polkovskaya, 48, on February 
18. 

According to the charge sheet, 
the eight suspects blocked the path 
of the car as En-Nazir was giving 
Mrs. Polkovskaya a driving lesson, 
and asked her what she was doing 
with a strange man when so many 
Georgians were available. When 
she said she was taking a driving 
leason and that it was not their 
affair they assaulted her and cut 
off her hair, the charges state. 

Subhi En-Nazir then tried to 
stop them, and all eight allegedly

ONE DEAD, 
6 HURT IN 
NABLUS FIRE 


NABLUS. —- One man was killed 
aud six others were burned, four of 
them seriously, in a fire which broke 
out in an east Nablus oli manu- 
facturing plant yesterday.

12 years 
for rape

He is now awaiting sen- 
tence for assuming a false identity, 
entering Israel on a forged pass- 
port, and giving false information 
to the immigration authorities. 

Because of Shaftes’ dublous cha- 
racter, the court, In ἃ 2-to-1 ruling, 
gave Mizrahi the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Shulman had met the couple in 
a cafe on the evening of June 24. 
He forced them to accompany him 
to his flat, where he took the girl 
into his bedroom and raped her. 
The court acquitted him of a lesser 
charge: stealing the girl’s ring. 

In his final plea, defence counsel 
Yehuda Atzmon said it was the 
State's responsibility to rehabilitate 
Shulman, a psychopathic character. 
But the court held its first obliga- 
tion was to protect the public from 
Shulman.

Abu Daud to serve 
life term in Jordan

The Jordatfian government said 
yeserday that Fatah leader Abu 
Daud, whose death sentence was 
commuted by King Hussein on 
Wednesday, would now serve a Ilfe 
sentence in jaii. Government of- 
fictals in Amman said that the 
same would apply to the score of 
terrorists arrested with Abu Daud 
— whose real name is Mohammed 
Daud Odeh — in a plot to take 
over the Jordanian Prime Minister's 
office during a cabinet meeting last 
month,

5 Moslem | 
shops bombed 
in London 


LONDOW (AP). — Five Aslan- 
owned shops were set ablaze by 
petrol bombs in South London yes- 
terday. Four of the owners were 
Pakistanis. 

Scotland Yard said it had no in- 
dication yet of who was behind 
the attacks. The Yard said it had 
no record of recent cases of arson 
against the Asian community. 

The fires caused widespread 
damage in some of the shops. 

Eight people were rushed to hos- 
pital ror treatment for shock or 
slight injuries as one blaze after 
another flared. 

Abdul Mujid, 40, the owner of 
a food shop in Balham, told re- 
porters racial reasons could have 
caused this new wave of arson. 

“All the shops attacked this 
morning are Moslem-owned and all 
but one are Pakistani," he said. 

“J know some of the owners per- 
sonally. These bombs must be for 
racial or religious reasons because 
none of tue shopkeepers are in- 
volved in politics, 

‘This looks like a terror cam- 
αἱ; against the immigrant com- 
Panty and it is certainly more 
serious than anything we have ex- 
pertenced before,” he said. 


CENSORED. — The Iraq! Infor- 
mation Ministry has banned the 
showing of judo and karate films 
in iraqi movie houses, the Traqi 


News Agency said yesterday. Quo- 
ting an official source, the agency 
said the decision also bans the fu- 
ture importation of such films. It 
gave no reason for the government's 
action.

Among their de- 
mands was the release of Abu 
Daud and scores of saboteurs held 
in Jordanian prisons. 

Humane considerations aside, 
King Hussein's motives in com- 
muting the death sentence were not 
clear yesterday. 

Although they imposed the death 
penalty, the Jordanians never gave 
any indication that they actually 
Planned to execute Abu Daud. The 
terrorist had appeared twice o2 
Amman TV, ahd criticized Fatah, 
his own group, and the Palestin- 
fan terrorist movement !n general. 
He had said the terrorists were 
waging a desperate battle for sur- 
vival. To a certain extent. he gave 
the impression that he was speak- 
ing of his own free will, indicat- 
ing that he had come to an under- 
standing with the Jordanian au- 
thorities. 

Jordan's levying of the death pe- 
nalty on Abu Daud was taken as 
an indication that Amman was 
using him as a weapon against the 
terrorist movement. When Kuwait 
appealed for a reprieve, King Hus- 
sein insisted that the terrorist move- 
Ment should cease all subversive 
activity against Jcrdan and that 
Arab governments reconsider ter- 
rorist activity inside the Arab states 
and abroad. 

The terrorist movement last night 
withheld all comment on Hussein's 
decision to commute the death sen- 
tence, and slowed down their ver- 
bal attacks on Jordan. At the same 
time, the 18-national Arab League 
said it was studying the terrorist 
confrontation with the Arab govern- 
ments, especially Jordan and Sudar. 

In commuting the death sentences, 
Hussein seemed to be capitalizing 
on appeals made by Saudi Arahia.

Cyprus guerrillas blow 
up two police stations 


NICOSLA (AP). — Anti-government 
guerrillas ended a five-week truce 
Wednesday night, blowing up two 
police stations and tcusing bombs at 
the homes of seven police officers in 
yvartous island towns. 

Despite the heavy damage caused 
to buildings there were no reporis 
of casualties, 

The attacks on the police stations 
came just before dawn when 
masked men carried out simultane- 
ous raids against three stations in 
the Famagusta district in east 
Cyprus. 

A police spokesman sald the raid- 
ers overran the stations at Stavros 
on the outskirts of Famagusta town 
and the nearby village of Parlimni. 
after stealing weapons and other 
equipment, the masked men blew 
up the stations, wrecking them com- 
pletely. 

A third attack against the police 
station of Prastlo village, also in the 
Famagusta district, was beaten off 
when police on duty inside the 
building fired on the reiders, who 
fled, 

The raids came a few hours after 
eight midnight bomb attacks — 
Seven against policemen’s homes — 
in three towns. 


Police and government sources 
said there was no doubt the raids 
and bomb attacks were the work of 
the anti-government underground of 
General George Grivas. 

General Grivas, the former Eoka 
guerrilla leader, has organized clan- 
destine groups to continue his oppo- 
sition to an independent Cyprus and 
pursue the goal of enosis — union 
with Greece — which is opposed by 
the President, Archbishop Makarios. 

The Archbishop was “unfrocked” 
earlier this month by three senior 
bishops of the Cyprus Orthodox 
Church, who were angered when he 
refused to relinquish his temporal 
duties as Prestdent. Two of these 
bishops arrived in Athens yester- 
day to discuss their decision with 
Greek “church leaders. The Greek 
Government has expressed concern 
over the “unfrocking.” 


On arrival, one of the bishops said, 
“We could no longer accept an 
Archbishop who needed hundreds of 
guards and who imported arms and 
hid them in the palace of the arch- 
diocese. These arms were not des- 
tined for the enemies of the nation, 
but for his political enemies — a 
part of his own spiritual flock,

Tine press blast against Sadat 
followed the government crackdown 
on several of Egypt's leading phi- 
losopher-writers including the 
well-kncwn Tawfq al-Hakim and 
Najib Mahfouz, both of whom 
worked for the semi-official “Al- 
Ahram" newspaper. 

The sharpest criticism against 
the purges of Egyptian intellectuals 
was voiced by Beirut's pro-Moscow 
“An-Nida” newspaper which term- 
ed the Sadat crackdown as a “stu- 
pid crusade against ihe true ser- 
vants of the Egyptian people. 

“Sadat’s government js breaking 
the pens of those who had given 
Egypt and Arab thought far great- 
er glories than any political lead- 
er,” the paper said 

Eeirut's leading “An-Nahar” 
newspaper said that it was “no 
longer easy to be a journalist in 
Egypt.” 

Sadat has reportedly purged over 
200 writers and intellectuals, most 
of whom were transferred from 
the government-controlied press to 
various trade firms. The last group 
ousted included political commenta- 
tor Ahmed Baha Eddin who is 
said to have been “loaned” from 
“Al-Ahram” to the advertisement 
department of Cairo's Bata shoe

USSR wants Nobel 


Prize for Tito 
MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday disclosed its sup- 
port for President Tito of Yuzo- 
slavia as a nominee for the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

The Soviet Peace Committee has 
written to the Nobel Committee in 
Oslo, the Soviet Tass Agency re- 
ported. It said Committee Chair- 
man Nikolai Tikhonov had written 
that world opinion would welcome 
the awerd. 

Some 25 years ago the Russians, 
in Stalin's day, “excommunicated” 
Tito from the Communist bloc 
and relations were again strained 
after the Soviet-led invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

President Tito, who is 80, came 
here last June on a visit which 
capped the restoration of good re- 
lations. Sovist Communist Party 
chief Leontd Brezhnev visited Bel- 
grade a year earlier. 

The current tighter political 
control in Yugoslavia represents a 
move which is almost certainly 
welcomed here.

For- 
eign capltal has been pouring into 
the country for some years and 
many experts believe It can look 
forward to one of the brightest in- 
dustrial futures of any of the 
nations. 


Some officials think that, if Brazil 
continues to grow atits current rate, 
demand for power will soon outstrip 
even Itaipu’s expected giant output. 

Both Brazil and Paraguay have 
begun looking for financial aid for 
the project. Reports from Rio have 
suggested that Russia has expressed 
interest in the project, though this 
could easily have been cireulated to 
catch the interest of the Americans 
and Japanese, both of whom have 
built up massive economic interests 
in Brazil. 


Work on the dam was originally 
to have started in May 1974.

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Sadat’s purges continue 


WGYPT'S President Sadat is 
Ὁ continuing his purge of 
writers end journalists who fail 
to toe the line of absolute faith. 

The purges thus far do not 
involve harsh physical measures, 
but rether are designed to gag 
the offenders, to prevent them 
from reaching out to public 
opinion. 

They indicate that despite the 
surface calm in Egypt and the 
apparent quiet om the university 
campuses, the undertow of 
ferment and dissent from Sadat's 
rule continues as a potert force. 


The purges apparently do not 
811 follow an eesily identifiable 
ideological pattern. The common 
denominetor of offence is simply 
questioning of Sadat's political 
course. Thus, for example, one 


of the two latest victims, the 
playwright Tawfiq 2)-Hakim, 


reeently suggested thet Egypt 
should divert its attention in- 
ward ard refrain from chasing 
the Pan-Arab dreams that have 
marked its policies for so long. 
In this context he apparently 
also had a good word to say for 
the possibilities of reopening the 
Suez Canal in some kind of 
interim agreement. 

Whether this was the heresy 
that bothered Sadat, or whether 
the Egyptian ruler was simply 
not prepared to hear about an 
Egypt for Egyptians at a time 
when official policy endorses 2 
federation with Libya and Syria, 
is dificult to know. But Sadat, 
it is clear, feit such counsel was 
a threat to his hold. 
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Egyptians have come to re- 
cognize during the two years of 
Sadat's rule that he is funda- 
mentally unable to solve any of 
the country’s genuine problems. 
He talks wer but knows he 
cannot wage it, and pursues 
diplomeey yet fears to admit 
that this could involve conces- 
sions and negotiations. At the 
same time, economic stagnation 
and the diversion of resources 
from development projects are 
justified by rhetoric about the 
need τὸ mobilize for the final 
battle. 


Confronted with this spectre 
of immobility, Egyptians, as 
diplomats and travellers attest, 
now fee) that Sadat's main aim 
is to solve only one problem: 
namely, how to remain in power. 


This is a fragile basis for rule, 
and presumably the fragility is 
the reason for the nervousness 
that leads to purges.

of the Soviet Union's readiness to 


support the legal proposition put 
forward by the Arab States that 
they are entitied to use force to 
recover the territories occupied by 
Israel in the Six Day War. 

The first joint statement on this 
matter was signed In Moscow on 
April 29, 1972, following the visit 
of Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 
It was rather cautiously worded, 
even somewhat ambiguous; refer- 
ence was made to the right “touse 
other means to recover the Arab 
land selzed by Israel” (Italics here 
— and throughout the article — 
are mine.) 


The text of the second joint 
statement of the two countries, 
dated July 15 — on the conclusion 
of the visit to Moscow of Egyptian 
Premier Aziz Sidky — was less 
obsure and equivocal, The Soviet 
Union did not hesitate to declare 
its acceptance of the Egyptian 
view held that “the Arab States 
have the right...to use all the means 
at thelr disposal in order to release 
the territories conquered by Israel 
in 1967..." “All the means” clearly 
includes military measures. 


A third statement, issued on 
October 18, following a further 
visit by Aziz Sidky, was, indeed, 
much more moderate in Its tone 
and spoke only of the right to re- 
sort to “diverse means in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the 
Charter of the United Nations. But 
reference to the Charter ts absent 
from the latest joint statement made 
by the U.S.S.R. and Egypt on Feb- 
Tuary 10, 1973, after the visit to 
Moscow of Hafez Ismail, President 
Sadat’s adviser on national security. 
This statement speaks of the sight 
"to use every form of struggle to 
release the occupied territories.” 


Against charter 


There can be no doubt that re- 
cognition of the right to resort to 
force or the threat of force in 
order to regain the territories — 
no matter how that right is pre- 
sented — is contrary to the Charter 
and constitutes a grave violation 
of one of its most fundamental pro- 
visions. Apart fromsome temporary 
security arrangements made with 
regard to the Second World War 
enemy States, the Charter permits 
the use of force in only two cases: 
"self-defence" against “armed 
attack” (Article 51); and action 
“in the common interest" — that 
js to say, the imposition of sanc- 
tions (Article 39), 


Even if itis assumed that the Arab 
States were, in June 1967, entitied 
to rely on Article 51 to repe] an 
armed attack — a view to which 
the writer does not subscribe — 
that Article expressly provides that 
self-defence is only permissible 
“until the Security Council has 
taken measures necessary to main- 
tain international peace and 
security.” The cease-fire orders 
unanimously voted for by the Se- 
curity Council between 6 and 11 
June 1967, constituted such mea- 
sures, and they are still in full 
force today. Once they were Issued, 
the right to employ force in self- 
defence came to an end. 


The Security Counci]’s Resolution 
242 of November 22, 1967, which 
was also adopted unanimously, ex- 
Pressly reminds the parties “that 
all member States in thelr accept- 
ance of the Charter of the United 
Nations have undertaken a commit- 
ment to act in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Charter." In that 
article, the members undertook to 
“settle their international disputes 
by peaceful means” and to “refrain 
in their international relations from 
the threat or use of force in any 
manner inconsistent with the pur- 
Poses of the United Nations," 


No decision 


I might add that even when the 
Security Council falls to reach any 
decision at the end of a discussion 
on the Arab-Israel conflict 
whether in the absence of the re- 
quired majority, or because of the 
veto by one of the Great Powers — 
{t would still be contrary to the 
Charter for any of the parties to 
threaten to use force, or actually 


to use it, as a means of settlin; 
the conflict. 5 


In his book, “Collective Security,” 
published in 1962, the Mumia 
author, W.K. Sobakin, criticizes 
those “bourgeois jurists" who claim 
that, tn cases where the Council is 
paralyzed, members of the United 
Nations enjoy full freedom of 
action. It is also worth while re- 
calling here that, when the Charter 
was being drafted at the San Fran- 
cisco Conference, France proposed 
the inclusion of a Provision where- 
by “should the Council not succeed 
in reaching a decision, the members 
of the organization reserve to them- 


consider necessary in the ‘Interest 
of peace, right and justice.” But 
thts proposal was not accepted.
